Skim milk contains all the protein 
and mineral matter of whole milk, with 
the exception of the cream, which has 
been removed to use in making butter, 


but this Geficlency of fat can readiiy 
be made up. 

In cooking, skim milk may be used 
in soups, chowder, oyster stews, pan- 
cakes, muffins, waffles, cakes and 
many of the desserts where butter or 
other fat are called for, and thus the 
food value of the milk is sustained. ° 

When uscd in the diet cf children 
there will be no loss in nutritive value 
if the breed is ap y spread with but- 
ter and plenty of butier is added to 
the vegetables. ; 

When economy is necessarily a mat- 
ter to be considered or in large fam- 
ilies, where the milk supply isea big 
item of expense, skim milk might be 
substituted for whole milk to great 
advantage.
